TREASURY

London, June 11. 

Speculators, arguing 
that South African, gold 
shares have been over- 
sold and are a good pur- 
chase at current prices, 
worked gallantly teday to 
revive that rather heavy 
market. 

Thelr main trouble is that 
while the gold which the mines 
sell fetch only $35 an ounce-— 
same ag back in 1934-—thelr costa 
have doubled and the profits of 
most of them are very modest, 
This buying Mfied Free State 
gold more than 6. shillings . but 
the gain at the close was -only 
3 shillings. ,

New York, June 11. 


Rapid and wide changes in the October, 1958, 
delivery dominated cotton futures trading today. 

After soaring to 4 new seasonal high, October 
slumped $1.25 a bale under realising gnd increased 
hedge selling coincident with a let-up in commis- 


sion house buying. 


Closing around the day's 
lowest levels the list showed 
net lossts of 0 to 11 polnts. 
The market opened unchanged 
to up 3 poinis, and at one tle 
‘was up og much os 17 polnts, 
New Orleans closed off 2 to 14 
points.

April 20.
